Menopause results when llie production of the female hor- 
mone diminishes to a point below normal. After this the adrenal 
glands take over the-duty to some extent. It ,1s 
therefore, that you had, at least temporarily, sufficient posf- 
menopausal estrogen to produce Ihe same results as when your 
ovaries were producing qt maximum. 
■' The spotting alone wouj'd have represented a feeble Response 
to this. The five-day perkfd Indicates a full response. 
. e. HowGV*uy-lhh. explanation should not lull you Into com- 
placency. Spotting of any degree after a year of no periods can 
be an important symptom and It should be Investigated. Have a 
Pap smear taken. Your physician may suggest a D and C. The 
latter would provide tissue for a microscopic study. There may 
be a "piling up" of the uterine lining. This is called "en-
